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REMARKS 

The Advisory Action mailed on February 24, 2004, has been reviewed and the 
comments of the Patent and Trademark Office have been considered. Prior to this paper, 
claims 1-3, 7-12 and 21-22 were pending. By this paper, Applicants cancel claims 7-1 1 
without prejudice or disclaimer. No claims are added. Thus, claims 1-3, 12 and 21-22 
remain pending in the present application. 

Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank Examiner Hawkins for indicating that claims 1-3, 12, and 21-22 are 
allowable.

In the Advisory Action, the amendments to claims 7-11 proffered in the January 02, 
2004 reply are indicated as requiring a new search.
